enaded by the King’s moil excellent majeily, by and. with the 
advice and confeurof the lords fpintiial and temporal, and 
commons, in this piefcui parliament aiTembled, and by the au- 
thority of the fame. That within and throughout that part of 
Great Britain called England, IVales, and town of Berwhk upon 
Tweed, the feveral and refpedive rates, duties, and impoiitioiis, 
for and upon all malt, mum, cyder, and pciry, winch in and 
by one ad of parliament patfed in the twenty Icvcutli year of the

and may be lawful for any fubjccl, J'oj our ner, or inhabitant, to refufe 
to quarter any J'oldicr or foldiers, notwithjlanding any demand or war~ 
rant, or billeting whatfoever: hut forafmuch as at this time, and dur^ 
ing the continuance of this ail, there is and may be occafton for the 
marching and quartering of regiments, troops, and companies, in fe^ 
vcral parts of this kingdom \ be it further enafted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid. That for and during the continuance of this aft, Conftables, 
and no longer, it fhall and may be lawful to and for the confta- &c. to quarter

Schedule and oath to be’^bferibed in the court; and 
lodged with the clerk of the peace, for the e^mination of the creditors. 
Coutt, if required by the creditor, may admi^tifter an oath to rhe gaoler, 
or any other perfon, touching any of the matters preferibed to be fworn 
to. The prifoner’s oath not being dlfproved, the court is to difeharge 
him ; upon paying a fee of 1 s. to the gaoler. Gaoler indemnified 
the efca^g.

Churches deftroyed, the 
fervice of God withdrawen, the bodies there buried not pray- 
ed for, the Patrons and Curates wronged, the defence of this 
land againftt:«i 5 ^, enemies outward, feebled and impaired, to 
the greatr^^Hrt^ of.God, to the fubverfion of the pollicie 
and good i^pIStbfe if remedie be not provided : Where- 
fore the Soueraigne Lord by the aduice of the Lords 

fpirituall and tcmporall, and the Commons in this faid Parlia-

Secondly, Whether it be nrcejftny by Gods lazVy that all men

= of this his Realme, as amongft a great number of the vulgar 
f people, his louing fubiedls of the fame : and being in a full 
^ hope and truft, that a full and perfed rcfolution of the faid 
^ Articles, (hould make a perfect concord and vnitie generally 
' amongft all his louing and obedient fubiedls, of his moft cx- 

* cellent goodneffe not onely commanded, that the faid Articles 
‘ ftiould deliberately, and aduifcdlyi by his faid Archbiftiops, 

^ Biftiops, and other learned men of his Cleargie, be debated, 

' argued and reafoned, and their opinions therein to be under- 
' flood, declared and knowne, but alfo moft gracioufly vouch- 
‘ fafed in his own Princely perfon, to defcend and come vnto

‘ Prince of moft high prudence, and no Icfle learning, opened

Firft, T'hnt in the mojl hie (fed Sacrament of the Mtar^ by the flrength sacrament. 
and eff cade of Chrifis mighty word. (it being t(oken by the Pried) 
is prefent really vnder the forme of bread and wine^ the naturall 
body and blood of our Sauiour lefu Chriji, concerned of the Virgin 
Mary : and that after the confecration there remaineih no fit bj lance 
of Bread or IVinCy nor any other fuhjiance^ buttke fubfiance of ChriJlj 
God and man.

, Fiftly, That this is vmte and necejfary^ that priuate Majfes It 
continued and admitted in it the Kings EngliJJo Church and Congrega^' 
tion^ as whereby good Chrijlian people^ ordering themfelues according^ 
ly^ do receive both godiy and goodly confolaiions and benefits : and it is 
agreeable a[fo to Gods law* 

. Sixtly, That auricular confejfm is expedient and necejjary to be 
reieined and continued^ vfed and frequented in the Church of God, 

‘ IV. For the which moft godly ftudie, painc and trauell of 
‘ hisi maieftic, and determination and refolutionof the premifles, 

‘ his humhlc and obedient fubiecls, the Lords fpirituall and 
‘ temporal], and the commons in this prefent Parliament aflem- 
‘ bled, not onely render and give vnto his highnes their moll: 

' high and hearty thanks, & thinke themfelues iHoft bound to 

* pray for the long continuance of his Graces moft royal eftatc, 

^ but alfo being defirous that his moft godly enterprife may be 

* well accompliftied and brought to a full end and pSrfedtion, 

‘ and fo cftablirtied, that the fame might be to the honor of 
‘ God, and after to the common quiet, vnitie, and concord to 
‘ be had in the whede body of this rcalme for ever: moft 
‘ humbly beleechen his royal majefty, that the refolution and 
‘ determination aboiie written of the faid Articles, may bee 

* eftablilhed and perpetually perfetTted by authority of this pre- 
‘ fent Parliament It is therefore ordeined and enaded by the 
King our Soucrcigne Lord, the Lords fpirituall and temporal!, 
& the Commons in this prefent parliament aflemWed, and by 
authority of the fame. That if any perfon or perfons within 
this Real me of England^ or any other the kings dominions, 
after the xii. day of luly next comming, by word, writing, im- 
printing, ciphering, or in any otherwife, doc publilh, preach, 
teach, fay, affirme, declare, difpute, argue, or hold any opi- 
nion, that in the blelTed Sacrament of the Altar, vnder the 
forme of bread and wine (after the confecration thereof) there 
is not prefent really, the natural! body and blood of our Saviour 
jefu Chrift, concerned of the Virgin Afary^ or that after the 
laid confecration there remaineth any fubftance of bread or wine, 
or any other fubftance but the fubftance o/ Chrift, God and 
man ; or after the time aboqp faid, publifti, preach, teach, fay, 
affirme, declare, difpute, argue or hold opinion, that in the 
flefli, vnder forme of bread is not the very blood of Chrift : or 
that with the blood vnder the forme of "Wine, is not the very 
flefti of Chrift, afwel apart as though they were both together: 
or by any the meancs abouefaid, or otherwife, preach, teach, 
declare or affirme the faid Sacrament to be of other fubftance 
than is abouefayd, or by any m'eancs contemne, depraue or 
defpife the faid blefled Sacrament : that then cuety fuch perfon 
arui perfons fo offending, their aiders, comforters, counfollers, 
ednfentors and abettors therein, being thereof convitftedin forme 
vnderwritten by fhe authority abouefaid, lhall be deemed & 



adjudged heretikea. And tliat every fwhnilence lhall beiudged Heretikes^ 
mani^ herefie : and that euery inch offender and offenders 
lihall therefore haue and fuffer iudgement^ execution, paine and 
paines of death, by way of burning without any abiuration, Burning 
Clergle or Sanftuarv, to be therefore permitted, had, allowed, / 

' admitted or fuffered : and alfo (hall therefore forfeit and lofe to 
the Kings highnes, his heires Sc fucceff>rs, all his or their ho- 
nors, manors, calUes, limds, tenements, rents, reuerfion!i, 
feruices, poileflions, & all other his or their hereditaments, 
goods and chattels, farmes and freeholds, whatfoeuer they be, 
which any fuch offender or offenders (hall haue at the time of 
any fuch offence or offences committed or done, or at any time 
after, as in cafes of high treafon. 

V. And furthermore be it cnafled by the authoritie of thisp^gj^ch. 
prefent Parliament, that if any perfon or perfons, after the faid 
xii. day of Jufy^ preach in any fermon or collation, openly 
made to the Kings people, or teach in any common fchoole, or 
to other congregation of people, or being called before fuch 
iudges^ and according to fuch forme of the law, as hereafter 
flial be declared, do obftinatcly affirme, vphold, maintaine or 
defend, that the communion of the faid* bleffed Sacrament in 
both kinds, that is to fay, in forme of bread and alfo of wine, 
is neceffary for the health of mans foule, to be giuen or mini- 
ftred, or ought or fliould be given or miniftred to any perfon in 
both kinds : or that it is neceffary fo to be receiued or taken by 
any perfon (other than by Priefts being at maffe, and confe- 
crating the fame ;) or that any man after the order of Priefthood 
received, as aforefaid, may marry and may contrafl matrimo- 
ny ; or that any man woman, which aduifedly hath vowed 
or profelTed, or (hould vow or profefle chaftitie or widpwbead, 
may marry, or may contrail matrimony : or that priuate maffes 
be nut lawful or not laudable, or fliould not be celebrated, had, 
nor vfed in this real me, nor be not agreeable to the lawes of 
God : or that auricular confeffion is not expedient and neceffary 
to be receiuedand continued, vfed and frequented in the Church 
of God : or if any Prieft after the faid xii. day of July, or any Marriage^ 
other man or woman which aduifedly hath vowed, or after the 
faid day aduifedly do vow chaftitie or widowhood, do adtually 
marry or contrad matrimony with any perfon, that then all and 
euery pcrfoii and perfons, fo preaching, leaching, obftinately 
affirming, vpholding, maintaining or defending, or making 
marriage or contrad of matrimony as is aboue fpecified, be and 
dial be by authority aboue written, deemed and iudged a felon 
and felons. And that euery offender in the fame being there- pelonie. 
fore duly conuided or attainted by the lawes vnder written, 

(hall therefore fuffer paines of death as^n cafes of felony, with- 
out any benefit of Clergie, or priuiledge of Church or Sanduary ciergTe. . 
to him of her to be allowed in that behalfe, and fliall forfeit all Sanduary, 
his or her lands & goods as in cafes of felony. And that it 
be lawful to the patron or patrons of any mancr of benSfice, 
ivhich any fuch offender at the time of his faid conuidion or 
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attaindor had, to opebther Inbitnbent thereunto, as if 
the fame perfon fo CQnviil^ed or attainted^ had been bodily de» 
ceafed. , 

VI. Alfo bee it enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, That if 
any perfon or perfons after the faid twelfth day of July^ by word, 
writing, printing, ciphering, or etherwife then is aboue re-* 
hearfed, publifli, declare, or hold opinion, that the faid com- 
munion of the bleifed Sacrament in both kinds afbrefaid, is he- 
ceflary for the health of mans foule to bee given or miniftred in 
both kindcs, and fo ought or fhould bcc giiien and miniftred to 
any perfon, or ought or Ihould bee fo i/i both kindes receiued 
or taken by any perfon, other than by ih iefts being at Maffe, 
and fo confocrating the fame as is aforefaid; or that any man 
after the order of Prieflhood rccriucd as is iiforefaid, may man ic 
or may make contra6l of inatrimonie : or that any man or 
woman which aduifediy hath made or Hiall make a vqw to God 
of chaftitie or widowhood, may marrie, or may make contract 
of matrimony: or that priuate Maffes be not lawfull or not 
laudable, or fliould not be celebrated, had, or vft-d, «nor be 
agreeable to the lawes of God : or that auricular confeflion is 
not expedient and neceflary to be reteined and continued, vfed 
and frequented in the Church of God euery perfon being for 
any fuch oll'ence dueiy conui^ted or attainted by tl^e laW‘ s vn- 
derwritten, (hall forfeit and Jofe to the King our Soiicreigne 
Lord all his goods and chattels for euer, and alfo the profits of 
all his lands, tenements, annuities, fees and offices during his 
life, and all his Benefices and Spirituall promotions (hall be vt- 
tcrly voyd, an^ alfo (hall fuffer imprifonincnt of his body at the 
will and pleafure of our faidSoucreign Loiicl the King. And if any 
fuch perfon or perfons being once conui6t of any the oficnces 
mentioned in this Article as is aboiicfaid, doe afterward eftfoones 
offend in any of the fame, and be thereof accufed, indided or 
prefented, and conui<ft againe by authority of the lawes under- 
written, that then euery fuch perfon and perfons fo being twice 
conui6t and attainted of the faid offences, or of any of them, 
fhall be adiudged a felon and felons, and (hall fuffer iudgenient, 
execution and paiues of death, Ioffe and forfeiture of lands and 
goods, as in cafes of felonie, without any priuiledge ofClergie, 
or Sanctuary to be in any wife permitted, admitted or allowed 
in that bchalfe. 

VII. Be it further etiadfed by the authority abouefayd. That 
if any perfon, which is or hath been a Prieft before this prefent 
Parliament, or during the time of Seflion of the fame, hath 
married and hath made any contract of matrimony with any 
woman, or that any man or woman which before the making 
of this A<5f, aduifediy hdith vowed chaftity or widowhood before 
this prefent parliament, or during ihe Seflion of the fame hath 
married & contraded matrimony with any perfon, that then 
euery fuch marriage and coniradi of matrimony fhal be vtterly 
void and of none effed. And that the ordinaries, within whofc 
Diocefle or Jurifdidions the perfon or perfons fo iparried or 
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cDhtra(9:e(J, is or be rcfidtnt of abidiiig, ^all from time to time

VIIL And further it h enafled by the .aurhoritie aforefaid, 

That if any man which is or hath been Prieft as is aforefaid, at 
any time from or after the faid twelfth day of July next com- 
ming, doe carnally keepe or vfe any woman to whom hee is §r 
hath been married, or with whom he hath contracted matrimo- 
ny, or openly be conuerfant, keepe company or familiaruic with 
any fuch woman, to the euilJ example of other perfons, euery 
fuch carnal ufe, copulation, open conuerfation, keeping of 'Com- Lecherie. 
pany and familiarltic, be and Ihal be deemed and adiudged fc- . 
ionie, as well agarnft the man as the woman, and that euery 
fuch perfon fo offending, flial) be enquired of, tried, puniftied, 
fuffer, lole and forfeit all and euery thing and things as other 
felons made and declared by this A<5i:, and as in calc of felony 
as is aforel'ayd. 

IX, J?e it alfo further enaded by the authoritie aforefaid (not 
giuing aduantage or detriment to any article afore rehcatfed) 
that if any man which is or hath been Prieft, or hereafter ffiall 
be, at any time after the faid twelfth day of July^ do carnally 
vfc and accuftome any woman, or keepe her as his concubine, 
as by paying for her boord, maintaining her with money, array, 
or any other gifts or meanes, to the^euill example of other perfons, 
th.at then euery fuch offender being thereof duely conuiefted or 
attainted by the lawes mentioned in this Act, fliall forfeit and Forfr 
lofe all his goods and chattels. Benefices, Prebends, and other 
Spiritual! promotions and dignities, and alfo (liall haue and fuf- 
fer imprifonment of his body at the Kings will and pleafurc. 

And that euery of the faid Benefices, Prebends, and other pro-

©f En^landi or contemne or contemptuoufly refufe, denle or 
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3ib{l3^ne or receiue the & blelled Sacram^t iii)Ouerayd» at 
the time commonly vfed and accuftomed for the fame, that then 
cuery fuch offender being thereof duely convifled or attained by 
the lawcs vnderwritten, fhall fuflFcr fuch imprifonment and 
make fuch fine and ra^ome to the King our Souerelgne Lord, 
and his heirs, as by his highnelTe or by his or their counfell 
(hall be ordered ana adiudged in that behalfe. And if any fuch 
offender or oflFenders at any time or times after the faid conuic- 
tion or attainder fo had, doe eftfoons contemne or contemptu- 
oully refufe, denie or abfteine to be confefled, or to bee com- 
municate in maner and forme abou^ written, and be thereof

XII. And for full and effeduall execution of the premiffes 
before deuifed, ordeined and enaded by this Ad : Be it further- 
more enaded by the authority of this prefent Parliament, that 
immediately after the faid twelfth day of July next comming, 
fundry Commiffions fhall be made from time to time, into euery 
fhire of this Realmc and Wales, and in and to fuch other places 
within the Kings dominions, as fhall pleafe his majefty to be 
direded to the Archbifhop or Bifhop of the Diocefle, and to 
his Chancellor or CommilTary, and to fuch other perfons as 
fliall bee named by his highneffe, or by fuch other as his ma-

XIV. And it is alfo cnadled by the authoritic aforefaid, That 
euery fuch perfon or perfons afore whom any prefentment, iii- 
formatiorf, or accufation (hall be made and taken as is afore-* 
faid, (hair examine the accufers what other witnefle were by 
and prefent at the time of doing and committing of the offence 
whereof the information, accufation or prefentment (hall be 
made, and how many other then the accufers have knowledge 
thereof.

VIII. Provided alwayes, that noiL of the faid Priors or con- 
freres of the faid religion, (liall haue yad inioy any of the pen- 
lions afore fpecified, except fich of them as be the Kings true 
and faithful fubje6ts, any thing in this a6t to the contrary 
thereof notwithftanding. 

IX. Prouided alfo, and be it enadled by the authority afore- 
faid, that lohn Maplcfden otherwife called John Mablcjhn Clecke. 
iSubpiior of the faid religion of the faid Hofpitall of S. John o| 
lertifalem in England^ William Ermjled Clerke Maifter of tht 
Temple of London^ Walter Limfeie and lohji Winter Chaplain; 
there, and euery of them (hall haue, perceiue, and inioy during

Ap«l^e it further enaded by the authority aforefaid, that ^ 
tr^ftla^bretbren or confreres of the faid Religion, and all 
offiSf*^ediencer5 being members of the faid Religion fliall bee JDircJiargc of 
acquited and difcn|irged of their obedience, that they haue vfed obedience, 
to beare and giue TO^<\riie faid William Wejlon^ or to the fayd 
John Raufon^ or to any other of the fayd Religion by the ordi- 
nances, vfages, rules, or Statutes of the faid Religion.

^ mifehiefes, and the multitude of people giuen thereto hath 

* alwayes bene hcerc within this real me very grcit, and more 
‘ in number (as it may appeare) then in orhci regions, lo the 
‘ great iinpoucrifiiment of thcRealme, and danger of the Kings 
‘ highneffc fubjecls; the which idlcncffc and vagabondry all the 
‘ Kings highneiTe noble progenitours. Kings of this Realme, 

* and this high Court of Parliament hath often and with great 
‘ trauell gone about and afTaycd with godly A(5ls and Statutes 

* to reprefie ; yet vntill this our time it hath not had that fuc-

of debt, in fuch fuites no eifoine, wager of law, or prate<5tion 
fliall be allowed. 

XII. Provided and be it enacfled, that the citie, kmne, and 
borough corporate, by the confent of the more ^rt of the cor- 
poration, and the towne and village not corp9rac by the con- 
fent of the more part of the inhabitants tl^cof, may fet, fell 
or giue away, the right, title, and inter^ft^f the faid flaue, to 
any other perfon, as any other common or priuate perfon may 
doe with his flaue, by the vertue of this atff. 

XIII. Prouided alwaies and he it enabled, that if it fortune 
when the faid vagabond is brought to the faid citic, towne, or 
village, where the faid perfon faid he was home, to appeare 
and be manifeft that he or (he was not there bofne ; tliat then 
for fuch lie, the faid vagrant (hall bee marked in rjie face with 
an S. and be flaue to the inhabitaunts, or corporai/pn of the 
citie, to'^ne, or village where the faid vagrant faid hciwas borne 
in, for euer, upon fuch conditions and orders, in alMoints as 
of a flaue marked in the face is before exprefled : theJame law 
and order in all points to bee had of all vagarant perfo^s and va- 
gabonds, being borne in any other nation or\oujs?frie then in 
this Realm, as is before exprefTcd of Englijh idl^erfons (mark- 
ing in the breft or face onely excepted) ihat^^to bee had to 
the next Port, and there to bee kept of the inhabitants of the 
fayde next Port in conuenieh’c’‘>?^ur, and from idlenelTe or 
otherwife, till they may beeconue^d ouer ; anJ then at the 
cofts of the inhabitaunts of the fayd Port, to bee conueyed o’ver 
into their countries. 

‘ XIV. And forafmuch as there is many maimed and other- 
‘ wife lamed, fore, aged, and impotent perfons, which refort to 
* tlie City of London^ and to other cities, townes, and villages, 

‘ on begging, which comming together and making a number, 

‘ doe fill the ftrects or highwaies of diners cities, townes, mar- 
‘ kets and fwircs ; who, if they were feparated might eaiilv bee 
‘ nouriihed in the townes and places wherein they w'ere home, 

‘ or wliere they were, or haue been mod conuerfant and abiding, 

‘ by the fpacc.of three yeeres/ Be it therefore enacted by the 
autlioriiic aforefaidc, that ail and fingular Maiors, Shirifs, Bai- 
Jifs, Conftablcs, or other head officers of any citie, towne, or 
hundred, to which fuch refort is or fliall be, fliall before the 
feaft of the Purification of our Lady next following, fee all fuch 
idle, impotent, maimed, and aged perfons, who otherwife can- 
not by their difcreiions bee taken for vagabonds, which were 
borne within the faid citie, towne, or hundred, or haue been 
there moft conuerfant and abiding, by the fpace of tliree yeeres, 
as is aforefayde, and now decayed, beftowed and prouided for 
of tenantries, cottages, or other conuenient houfes to bee lodged 
in, at the cofts and charges of the fayde cities, townes, bo- 
roughs, and villages, there to be relieued and cured by the de-f 
iiotlon of the good people of the fayde citie, borough, towne, 

or 
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dr village. And that .they doe not fufFer after the time before 
rehcarfed, any other then fdch as either were borne, or haue 
’ been for thfe moft part cdmierfant or abiding^ by the fpacc afore- 
> faide, in the faid citie, borough, village, or towne, to remaine 
antTBcJgj’broad within the precindts of fuch cities, towncs, vil- 
lages, or huxjdreds, vpon peine that euerie fuch Maiors, Shi- . 'S 
riffes and Ba^lifFes, Conftable, or other officer, by what naqje \ 
foeuer hee bee called, fuffering any perfons to beg within the 
precindt of his oi their fuch iurifdidtion, other then is before 
rcheaffed, for euery three days fliaJ I forfeit ten (hillings towhom- 
foeuer will fue therefore, by bill, information, or adtion of debt, 
in any court of record, in which fuites no effoine, wager of law 
nor proledtion ibal be allowed, 

XV. And for the better performance hereof, bee it enad^ed 
by the authority aforefayde, that the Maior of the citie of Lon* 
don^ and all^ther Maiors, Bailifs, Shirifs, Conftables, and other 
head offi^s of euerie Citie, and Towne corporate, doe with 
all conurnient fpecd by theinfelues, or by their lufficient depu- 
ties by tlvem appoint^, before the feaft of the Purification next 
commir g; and fo from time to time, every moneth once, make 
a view and examination of aged, impotent^ and lame perfona 
and beggers, be within the precindt of their iurifdidtion, and 
fee all fuch as Were not borne, nor hath been for the moft p^^t 
conuerfant and abiding there by the fpace of three yeeres com^- 
plcte, conueied on horfebacke, cart, or chariot, or otlierwife, 
as ft'iall feeme by their difer^v vis to the next Confiables, & 
they to conuey the fame h the next Conftables, and fo from 
Cpnftables to Conftables, till the faide perfons be brought to 

place where they were borne or moft conuerfant and abiding^ 
as is aforefaid, there to be prouided for, kept, and nourifhed 
of alms, as is aforefaid, vpon the peine that euery fuch Maior, 

Shiriflfe, or Conftable, Headborongh, or Head officer, not mak- 
ing view, nor fending orconueying away, not receiuing or not 
prouiding, as is before appointed, according to the true purport 
or meaning of this adl, to forfeit for euery fuch default lx. fliill- 
ings, whereof the one halfe to be to the Kings vfe, the other 
to the partie that will fue therefore in any of the Kings courts of 
Record, by bill, information, or adlion of debts, in the which 
fuites no effoine, wager of law, nor protection filial be allowed. 

XVI. Prouided alwaies, that if any of the laid aged, maimed, 
or impotent perfons of the Cities, Towncs, or Villages where 
they were borne in, or had tlieir moft abiding as is aforefaid, 
bee not fo lame or impotent, but that they may worke in fome 
manner of worke, that then fuch Citie, Towne, Paiifti, or 
Village, doe eyther in common prouide fome fuch worke for 
them as they might bee occupied in, or appoint them to fuch 
as will finde them worke for meat and drinke. And if they re- 
fufe of wilfulneffie and ftubborneneffe to worke, or doe runne 
away and beg in other places, then to puniffi the fame accord- 

• ing to their diferetions, wirli chaining, beating, or orlierwife, 
as lhall feeme to them conuenieni. And for the more further- 
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ance of the reliefe of fuch as arc in vnfained mifcric, and to 
whom charitie ought to be extended : Bee it enacted by 'autho- 
ritie aforefayde, thateiierie Sunday mA Holiday after the reading 
of the Gofpcll of the day, the Curate of cucrie Parifh doe maj^e 
(according to fuch talent as Gbd hath given him) a godhy* and 
.briefe exhortation to hisPariflioncrs, mouing and exciting them , 
to remember the poore people, and the dutie of Gnriftian cha- 
ritie, in relieuing of them which be their brethren in Chrift, 
borne in the fame Paridi, and needing their helpe. 

XV n. Prouided alwaies, that if it (hall chance any fuch ad- 
iudged apprentice, fervant, or flaue, as is before rehearfed, to 
haue inheritance defeended vnto him, or hir, or any other waies 
by the Lawes of this Realm, Ward, or Bondman, or Neife 
of bloLid, by, or from any of his aunccl^ors, to any perfon or 
perfons, that then it (lialbe law’full to any perfon or perfons, to 
whom any fuch Ward, Bondman, or Neife (liali i^pperteine, 
to take and feife fuch Wards, Bondmen, of Neifes, ;^^nd tliem 
to returnc and keepe as their Wards, Bondmen, Neifes. 
And the faid Wards, Bondmen, and Neifes fhalbe di^harged 
of the faid flauery or other feruitude or bondage aboue rehearied : 
this ftatutc or any thing therein conteined to the contrary in any 
wife notwithOanding. . 

XVIII. And alfo belt cna61cd, that if any fuen feruant, ap- 
prentice, flaue, or flaues, which (hall haue at any time heer- 
after any aduancement or lining, accrue, come, or growe vnto 
him, or any of them, whcrcbyui^^r they may haue a conue- 
nient lining, that then and from theVfceforth hee or they fo be- 
ing aduanced, to bee difeharged of their flauerie, feruitude and 
bondage: this a6l or any thing therein conteined to the contrari!> 
in any wife notwithftanding. And if any woman being a feruant 
apprentice, or flaue, as is aforefayde, being married within the 
age of twenty yercs without aflcni of her mafter, vntil (he (hall 
accomplifli and come to the faid age of twenty yeres, only ex- 
cepted. 

XIX. Be it alfo enatSled, That ail leprous and poore bedred 
creatures whatfoeucr they bee, may at their owne libertie remaine 
and continue in fuch houfes appointed tor leprous or bedred peo- 
ple, as they now be in, and Avail not be compelled to repaire 
into any other countries or places by vertue of this adl : any thing 
therein conteioed to the contrary notwithftanding. And that 
alfo it fliall bee lawfull vnto the fayde leprous and bedred people, 
for their better reliefes, to appoint their pro6lor or prodtors, fo 
there be not appointed aboue the number of two perfons, for any 
one houfe of leprous, bedred people, to gnther the charitable 
almcs of all fuch inhabitants as (hal be within the compalTe of 
foure miles, of any of the faid houfes of leprous and bedred 
perfons. 

XX. And bee it ordeined and enadled by the authoritie aboue- 
faidc, I'hat it (hall bee latvfull to euerie perfon, to whom any 
peffon in forme aboiiefaid, (hall bee adiudged a flaue, to put a 
ring of Iron about hU necke, arene, or his leg, for a more 

know- 
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knowledge and furetie of the keeping of him. And that If any 
pcrfon or perfons doe take, or helpe to take any fucli bond of 
iron from any fuch flaue, that theneuerie perfon fo doing, with- 
oxirl’cenceor aflentof his matter, fliall forfeit for euery fuch de- 
fault ten pounds fterling. 

XXL Bee it further enattted. That this prefent a<ft fliall^be- 
forethefirtt day March ntw comming, bee openly proclaimed 
in euerie Citie, corporate Town, and market Tovene, vpoii 
the market dale : and alfo from thenceforth (hall yerely be read 
in euerie Shire openly, in two general! quarter Sclfions of Peace, 
that is to fay, at the generall quarter Seffions next after Jldid- 
fummer^' and the generall quarter Seirions next after ChnjlmaJJe^ 
to the intent that euerie pcrfon may hauc knowledge thereof, 
and that this adt (hall indure vnto the end of the next Par- 
liament. p 

XXII^/Prouidefl alwaies and bee it enabled, That it (hall bee 
lawfull fo the Lord ChaunceJler of England^ or to the Lord 
Keeper'^of the great Seale for the time being, at their diferetions 
to grant cornmKTion vnder the great Seale of England^ to euerie 
or any perfon or perfons, that hath or fliall haue his or their 
houfes or barges burnt, of fuch Ioffes, to gather the reliefe and 
charitie of others for their ayde and helpe of his or their loflcs, 
decay, or hinderance, as in time hath part; becne vfed : any 
thing conteined in this a<Sl: notwithttanding.

CAP. XVI. 

An Aft touching the punilhment of Vagabonds and other 
idle Perfons. 

‘ T^ORASMUCH as it is notorioufly fecnc and knowen, 
‘ X' that Vagabonds and Beggers doe daily increak within this 
‘^he Kings highnefie Realme into very great nnrnbers, chiefely 

* by occaflon of idlenes, mother and root of all vices, whereby 
‘ doe infue continual! thefts, murders, pnfpiracies, and other 
‘ fundry heinous offences, and partly for that the good and 

* wholefome lawesand Statutes of this Realme, hath^not bcenc 
‘ put in due execution, and partly alfo, by reafon ot the raul- 

* titude of the fame (theextreamitieoffomc whereof hauc beene 
‘ occallon that they hauc not becne put in vre) therefore, and 
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* for diuers good confidcrations it is cnaftcd by the King"^our 
‘ Souercignc Lord, with the aflcnt oY the Lords Spirituall and 

* Temporall, and the commons in this prefent Parliatpent aC- 
‘ fcinbled, and by the authoritie of the fame That the Sta- 
tute made in the firft yeere of the Kings highnes moft noble 
reigne concerning idle perfons and Vacabonds in certaine cafes, 
to be made flaues and fo forth, and all and euery article, matter, 
proiiifo, branch, and fentence therein contained, (hall be from 
hencefooitli vtierly repealed, made fruftrate, voide, and of none 
cHecL 

Confirmaiion. H* And that the Statute concerning how aged impotent per- 
fons Ihould be ordered tor their better rcliefe, and how .Vaca- 
bonds and ftrong Beggers (h uld be punilhed, made in the 
xxii. yeere of the late King of moft famous memorie King 
Hent ie the eight, and euery matter, article, prouiro,/»ranch, and 
fentence therein contained, to be from hepcefoorh^ reuiued, 
made good, and ftand in full ftrengthand vertue, and liall con- 
tinue and remaine a perfect atft of Parliament for euer. L 

III. And be it therefore enatfted by the authoritie aforefayd. 
That all Juftices of peace, and euery of them within the limits 
of their commiftion, and the Maiors, Shiriffes, Bailiffes, and 
other ofiicers within their feueral rules and office^ (hall within 
their feueral limits aflemble together and make their feueral di- 
uifion, according to the purport and cfFedt of this ad, at the 
next gencrall quarter fefTions of the peace to be holden after the 
feaft of F^7//ct next to come, fof*trw due, fpeedy and diligent 
execution ot' the fame nd. And that if any fuch aged or im- 
potent perfon after the feaft of next to come, (hall offend 
contrary to this Statute, that then the fayd offen^or (hall be 
vfed and puniflied, as in the fame Statute of the two and twen- 
tieth yeere of King Henrie the eight is provided. And that be- 
fore the feaft of Eojler no punilhment (hall be put in execution 
againft any fuch impotent, lame, and aged perlon, but only by 
the diferetion of the next Juftice of peace of the fame Shire where 
fuch an offender (ball be apprenended, any thing in the fayd Ad 
to the contiaric notwithftanding. 

IV, And for the auoiding of the idle loitering of common 
labourers of husbandry within this Realme; be it cnaded by 
the authoritie aforefayd. That fuch common labourers, being 
perfons able in body, viing loitering, and refufingto worke for 
fuch rcafonable wages as is moft commonly given in the partes 
where I'uch perfons (hall dwell, fliall bee for euery fuch time as 
he or they refufe to labour, hauing reafonable wages, as is afore- 
fayd, adiudged Vacabonds, and (hall be punifhed as ftrong and 
mighty Vacabonds, in fuch maner and forme as is declared in 
the fayd ad of two and twentith againft vacabonds. And touch^ 
hig maimed^ lamed and fore^ aged and impotent perfons^ which re* 

' forte to the Citie of London, and to other Cities^ Townes and viU 
lages on begging : Bee it enaded by the authoritie aforefayd. That 
ail and fingular Maiors, Shiriffes, Bailiffes, Conftables, or 
other head oiucers of any Citie, Towae or village, to which

fuch refort is, or (hall be, (hall before the feaft of xhe'Pgrifica- 
tion of our tady next following, fee all fuch idle, impotent, 
maimed) and aged perfons who otherwife cannot by their dif- 
cretions be taken for vacabonds, which were borne within the 
fayd Citie, Towne or village, or haue beene there moft conuer- 
fand abiding by the fpace of three yeeres, and now decaied, be- 
ftowed and prouided for, of the Tenantries, Cottages, or6iher 
conuenient houfes to be lodged in, at the co^s and charges of 
the fayd Cities, Townes, Boroughs, and villages, there to be 
relieued, and cured by the deuotion of good people o* the fayd

V. And be it further enacl'ei/ by the authoritie aforefayd, That

VIL Be it alfo enacted by the authority aforefay^,. That all 
leproufe and poore bedred creatures, whatfoeuer thdi be, may 
at their owne liberty remaine and continue in*fuch houfes as are 
appointed for leproufe or bedred people, as they now be in, and 
fliall not be compelled to repaire into any other Countries or 
places by vertueof this A6f, any thing therein contained to the 
central y notwiihflanding. And that alfo it (hall be lawful unto 
the fayd leproufe and bedred people^ for their better relief to ap- 
point their prodor or proeflors, fo there be not appointed aboue 
the number of two perfons, for any one houfe of lepro(fe or bed- 
red people, to gather the charitable almes of all fuch inhabitants, 
as (hall be within the compalTe r)f*fture miles of any of the fayd 
houfes of leproufe and bedred people.

IX. And be it further cnadled by the authoritie aforefaid, 
*1 hat all and euery Statute and Adi of Parliament made for pu- 
nifhment of vacabonds, flaues, aged and impotent perfons, or 
any of them, and euery Article, fentence, claufe or provifo, 
therein contained, other then this prefent Adi and Statute made, 
and the fayd Adi made in the faid two and twentith yeere, flrall 
be from henceforth vtterlyvoid, repealed, and of no efFedl or 
force. 

‘ X. And forafmuch as diuers men and women going on 
‘ begging, impotent and lame, and fome able inoughto labour, 

* doe carry children about with them of tender age, and fome 
^ of^four, fine or fixe yceres of age, or yonger, or elder, which 
‘ being once brought vp in idlcnefTe, will hardly be brought af- 
‘ ter to any good kind of labour, paine, trauell or feruicc 
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Be it cnaiied by the authoritic afqrefayd, That if any qhiM 
abouetheage of hue yeercs, and vnder the age of fourteene, go 
about wandering, as is aforefayd, or elfe alone, in cafe any maner 
perfon that is able to keep any fuch child, will take it, be it male 
or female, of and from any fuch begger being the father or mo- 
ther thereof, nouriftier or keeper, whether they be willing or 
not, or without any fuch Nurffe, father, mother or keeper^* by 
him or her felfc wanclring, and bring fuch child fo taken, before 
one of the Conftables of the Parifh, where the child fltall fo 
fortune to be taken vp, and at the next general! quarter Seflions 
to be holdcn in the Shire next to the place where the fayd tak- 
ing vp (hall fortune to be, prefent the fame in the prefence of the 
fayd Coiiftable, before the Jufticesof peace at the fame Seflions, 
and there in open Seffions promife to bring the fame child vp 
in fome hobeft labour or occupation till the woman childe come 
to the age of fifteen yceres and the man child to the age of eigh- 
teen yeercs, if the Maifler or MiflreflTe (hall chance fo long to 
liue, that then and immediately the fayd Juftices of peace by their 
diferetion (liall adiudge by vertueof this Ad, the fayd child vnto 
the ages before fpecified, to be feruant or feruants to tlic fayd 
perfon or perfons, fo taking and promiling, as is aforefaid, fuch 
child to be vfed and ordered, in all points accordir^g as the law 
and cuftome of the Realme is of feruants widiou? ages, to 
what labour, occupation, or feruicc focuertl.c fayd vp, or 
Maifler or Miftreffc (hall appoint him or her, clv/-ng tiic fayd 
tearme, and the fayd iudgeiri»'.ii%(liall be entered by the Cicarke 
of the peace in the fayd Seflions in forme following: 

‘ TV /r EM OR AN DU M, That at tlie ScfTions of the peace 
‘ IVA holden at W, the day, One I. B. of tlie Tonne of 
^ L. had dcliuered to him, according to the forme of the Statute 
‘ in that cafe prouided B. T. eflecined to be of the age of feauen 
‘ or eight yeercs, to be ordered acgordiiig to the forme of the 
‘ fayd Statute.’ 

XI. And if it fhall fortune fuch child foadiudged to runn away 
at any time, once, or more times, from his, or her A^aifter or 
MiftreiTe, that then it (liall be lawfull for euery fuch Maifler or 
MiflrelTe, to take the fayd cliild againe, and to keepe and punifh 
the fayd child in the (l;ockes, or otherw^ife by diferetion, or other- 
wife at the liberty of fuch Maifler or MiflrelTe, to haue a warrant 
from any Juftice of peace in the fame Shire where the child fo 
runns away, for fuch child running away, or going away, as is 
prouided by the Statute of labourers, for fuch feruants as de- 
part away from their Maifler or MiflrelTe, without a reafonable 
canfe before the end of their rearm. 

XII. And that euery Juflice of peace (ball by force of this 
A6t haue authoiitie and power, to make fuch warrant againft 
euery fuch perfon fo going, and running away, in like forme as 
they or any of them may doe againft any feruant departing but 
of his Maifters fcruice without licenfe, or reafonable caufc, ami 
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by force of the fame warrant, the child fo running or going 
away, to be taken and ordered in euery degree, as is prouided 
by the /ayd Statute of labourers for feruants departing out of 
their Maifter or Miftreffe feruice, as is aforefayd. 

XIII. And be it further enadled by the authorise aforefayd, 

- That if, and as often as it (hall chance the father, mother, 

nurfle, or other bearer about of the child, or any other perfon 
or’perfons, to fteale, or intife away any fuch child, adiudged 
for a feruant, as is aforefayd, that then, and fo often it (hall be 
lawfull for the maifter, or miftrefli of the fame child to be at his 
or their liberty, to take an Adtion vpon the Statute of labourers, 
againft euery fuch perfon fo dealing, or inti(ing away fuch child as 
he or they might haue, by reafon of the faid Statute for labourers, 
againft him, or them that retaines any mans feruant out of his 
feruice, before the end of the fayd tearme, or el ft to take an 
A£lion of TrcfpafTe againft fuch offendor, ii| whiclrAcftion bee 
lhall recouer his dammages, and treble codes of his fute. 

XIV. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefayd, Tliat if the Maifter, or MiftrelTe, to whom fuch 
child as is aforefayd (hall be adiudged to be feruant, be vnrea- 
fonable in ordering, and bringing vp of fuch child, that then 
at all times vpon complaint made at the generall quarter Seffions 
of the peace, in the Countie where the fayd child (hall be by 
two honeft neighbours of the fame place, or Towne where the 
faid child (hall fortune to be fo vnreafonably ordered, if it (hall 
appeare by honeft witneiTe to tlws^uftices of peace at the fame 
SclTions tfiat the complaint thereof made (hall be true, then the 
Juftices of peace at their generall Seflions in the fame Shire, 
where fuch complaint (hall be made, (hall by vertue of this A6b 
haue authoritie and power to difeharge the fayd child from his or 
their vnreafonablc maifter, or miftrelle, and appoint the fame to 
fome o:her honeft maifter, or miftrefle, vnto the fayd ages, to be 
ordered in euery degree as the fayd child (hould haue beene with 
h s former maifter or miftrefle, and that order, and appointment 
to be written in the Booke of the CJearke of the peace, for the 
whicli entrie the faid Clearkeof the peace fhaJl haue foure pence 
for his labour, and not aboue, and in like maner (hall have foure 
pence and not aboue, for the firft entrie of the child to be feruant, as 
js aforefayd, to be payd by che maifter, or miftrefle of the fayd child. 

XV. Prouided alwaies, and be it enabled by the authoritie 
aforefayd, That if the woman child to be appointed a feruant, 
as is aforefayd, be married afore her age of 15. yeeres, that then 
by that marriage, Ihe flull be difebarged of feruice. This 

or any thing therein contained to the contrarie notwithftanding. 

XV I. Prouided alwaies, and be it enabled by the authoritie 
aforefaid. That all and euery vacabond, or begger, being borne 
in any other nation, orCountrie then within this Realme, (hall 
in maner, and forme aforefayd, and vpon the forfeitures^ and 
penalties before mentioned, bee conueyed from place to place, 
or lb the place, or marches next adioyning, to his or their na-^ 
tiuc countrie, or to the next Port, if there be a fea betweene 
this Rcaliiic, and his or their (aide countries, there to bQ kept 
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of the inhabiunts of the faid next Port, in conuenient labour 
from idlenefse, or otherwifc till they may be cohiieycd ouer,and

CAP, XVIIL 

An a£l for bringing of the Riuer of Lee, to the Northfide of 
the Citie of London. 

F orasmuch U u pemiued by many grave and wife 
men^ afwell of the Citie of London, as of the Coutiircy, that 
it were very commodious and profitable^ both for the Citie and the 
Countrey y that the River of L’ee^ otherwife called JVare River y 
might be brought within the landy to the North part of the fayd 
Citie of London, the fame to be cut out of the fayd River, in the 
moji aptejl and mtetefi place of the fayd Riuer of Lee, to haue from im- 
tt encc the leading and paffage of the fayd water, thoroiv fuch a 
iienicnt ami meete cut, as may feme for the nauigation of Barges and ’ 
other vcjfels for the carriage and conveying afwell of all AlcrchandifeSy 
come, and vUiuals, as other uecejfaries, from the Towne of IVare^ 
and all other places neere the faid Riuer, vnto the fayd Citie of Lon- 
don, and from the fayd Citie, to the fayd places, and the Towne of 
JVare, and alfo for lilibotes and H^irries, for conveying of the 
JQueenes fubie^^ to and fro, to their great eafe and cotnmoditie. In 
confide ration of the premtjjes, and of diners fundry commodious, pro- 
fitable, and hencficiall caufes, which are like to infue to the bodie of 
this common wealth, and fo incident ly to many particuler perfons : Be 
it enaded by the C^eenes moft excellent Maieftie, with the'af- 
fentof the Lords Spiritual! and Temporall, and the commons 
in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the authoritie of 
tli^fame. That it (hall be lawfull to the Lord Maior, Com- 
minaltie, and Citizens of the Citie of London, and their fuc- 
ceflbrs, at any time or times hereafter, tobeginneand continue 
the laying out of fuch conuenient limits of ground, for the 
making of the trench for the fayd Riuer, at fuch breadth, as to 
them and their deputies and w'orkemen (hall be feene conuer;i- 
ent and meete for the fame, and in that plate that they fliall 
4nd to be moft apt and meete for that purpofc, to haue, take, 

and 
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and ufe for the purpofe abouefayd, fuch and fo much grouhd, 
during, and by all the length as the fayd new Channel, cut, or 
Riuer, (hall paffe, as (hall be requifite for the conueying of the 
(ayd water, and alfo fifty or threelcore foote, in bredth on each* 
fide of the fayd Riuer, by all the length of the fame ; fo alway 
that they doe not in any one place, take in breadth both in 
Channel and in ground on both the fides of the water, above 
the breadth of eight fcore foot in all, which conuenient breadth 
of ground on both fides, is thought needfull to be had : for that 
ground and fpile of necelTitie muft be occupied on both fides of 
the fayd Riuer, afwell for the laying of the earth that (liall be 
call out of the fayd trench, to ferue in the lower grounds, and 
efpecially neere the fayd Riuer, to make fubftantiall^ankes for 
the preferuation and keeping of the Countrey f^m innunda- 
tions when the finds (hall arife, as alfo for way to pafle with 
tronkes and carts, which muft carry away the grabcll and other 
earth, in very great quantity from the hils,*whereas the cut muft 
be very deepe, to fuch places as (hall be conuenient, to helpe 
to make up the fayd bankes, and otherwifc to beftowe the fame : 
and alfo for that when it (liall pleafe God that the fame (hall be 
brought to palTe and full effed, that the whole ground on both 
fides of the fayd Riuer, may lie in one leuill from the fayd Citie 
of London, to that place where the faid Riuer or trench fhall 
liaue his beginning out of the maine Riuer of Lee, and to the 
end alfo, that in all places within that limit and diftance, all 
people may wifh great cafe and-commoditie goe in and out of 
their Tiltebotes, and other velTels whatfoeuer without perill, 
and fo walke by foote, as long as it (hall pleafe them, and alfo 
that the Bargemen may vpon the fame ground without olfcnd- 
ing any other, draw their velTels from place to place aiongft 
the fame, as of like they (hall be driuen to doe againft tlie 
fireamc, being loden. , , » , . ^ . 

II. And be it enaded. That the fayd Maior, Comminaltie, 
and Citizens, and their fucceflbrs for ever, (hall haue the faid 
ground aiongft all the fayd whole length, for fuch compofition 
as they (hall make with the Lords, owners, and occupiers ot 

the foile and ground. „ , -r • . 

III. Prouided alwaycs, and be it enaded. That if in the new 
cut, there happen any breaches, innundations, or hurts, the 
Maior and Citizens of London, (hall flop the breaches at their 
owne charges, and fo roaintaine them from time to time. 

IV. And be it alfo cnaacd. That the fayd Lord Maior, 
Comminaltie, and Citizens, (hall have the whole jurifdiaiou, 
confcruice, rule, and gouernment, afwell of the fayd new cut 
Riuer, and ground of each fide, as alfo the royaltie of the filh, 
and fiftiing of the fame, and profits of the faid ground, foile, 
and water, to them and their fuccelTors for euer : and alfo (hall 
have authoritie to puni(h afwell all fuch tranfgrefifors as (hall 
ofTend in the breaking of fuch good orders as fivall be hereafter 
made, for fuch of the CJueenes Maiefties fubieds as (hall haue 
occafion to trauele and pafle by the fame new cut Riuer, as alfo 
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cDsty olhct: perfon and pcrfons which (hall brcake fuch good 
and wholefome rules and orders, as (hall be prouidcd and or- 
dained for the prefervation, keeping, and maintaining of the 
;ayd Riuer, and eucry part thereof. 

V. And further be it enabled, that the (herifFes and Juftices 
)f the peace, and fuch other as it (hall pleafe the Lord Chaun- 
:ellor, or Lord Keeper of the great Seale to put in CommifTioa / 
■or the fame, afwell of Middlefex, Eflex, as of Hartford hire, 

3 r the more of them, by their difcretions, (hall at the cofts add 
chaTges of the Countrey, after that the fayd new ,cut (Eall be 
nade and^nifhed, caufe the fame from fuch place whereas the 
raid new cdt (hall beginne, vnto the Towne of Ware, alongft 
the faid Riufe^ to be fufEciently clenfed of all the (helfes and 
(hallowes, an\to bring the fame to a cunuenient deapth in all 
places, for the- paflage of Barges, Tiltboats, and other ve(rels, 
in as good and conuenient deapth all the way of the fame, as 
lhall be made and continued in the aforefaid new riuer by the 
Maior, Commonaltie, and Citizens of the fayd Citie of Lon- 
don, and lb to continue the fame from time to time, vpon the 
peines therefore to be limited, and leuied by the difcretions of 
the faid Commiffioners, or the more part of them.

Vil. And he it further enacflcd. That the Maior, Commin- 
altie, and Citizens of London, (hall make and mainteine at 
their cofts and charges, fuch fufficient hedges and fences, as (hall 
be requifite betweenethe grounds fo by them to bee taken to the 
vfe a,boue faid, and the grounds of other owners, and alfo con- 
uenient bridges and wayes, for the paffage of the (^eenes fub- 
ie6ls and their carriages. 

VIII. Prouided alwaies^ and be it further enadled by the au- 
thoritie aforefaid. That the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper 
of the great Seale of England for the time being, fliall and may 
by his diferetion, and at the requeft of the faid Lord Mayor, 
Con^minaltie, and Citizens for the time being, appoint and au- 
thorize by commifTion, vnder the great Seale of England, fixteenc 
CommifTioners, whereof foure to be of the fayd Citie of Lon- 
don, and the other twelue to be of the Counties adjoyning to 
the fayd Riuer of Lee : vidz, foure of euery of the Shires, of 
Eflex, Middlefex, and Hartford Shire, and euery of the faid

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theoi) and not beeing Citizens of London* vfing the trade of 
merchandife : which fixteenc Commiffioners, or the more num- 
ber of them, fhall haue full power and lawfuil authoritie, to 
treat, agree, and compound with fuch numbers of freeholders 
and inhabitants of the faid Counties, as to their diferetions (hall 
•. feeme meete and conuenient, for the fcowring, clen(ing, re- 
.pairing, and keeping of the faid riuer of Lee, from fuch place 
wtj^reas the faid new riuer or cut (hall haue the beginning, vn to' 
the faid towne of Ware, in fuch fort as that the fame may be 
nauigable for Boats, Barges, and other velTels. 

IX. And further be it ena^ed, That vntill, or h'-fore fuch 
order or meanes bee deuifed and agreed vpon,by thj^ laid Com- 
miflloners, and the faid commilTion returned into t’^ie high Court 
of Chancerie, it (hall not bee lavvfull to tlie fai/ Lord Maior, 
Citizens, and Comminaltie, to put the faid digging, trenching, 
or new cutting of the fayd river in execiitipn, nor to cut or take 
in any ground by force of this Statute : any thing in this adl to 
fhe contrary notwithftanding. 

X. And be it further enabled, That' the Maior, Citizens, 
and Comminaltie of London, fliall not by vertue of this At^, 
take any mans ground, vntill he haue compounded with the 
owners of the fame ground : and fltall within ten yecres next 
after the end of the SelTion of this Parliament, cut and (inilh 
the fame. 

XI. Preuided always and bee it cnacfled. That all the Queenes 
fubiefls, their boats and vefltls, (hall have free palTage through 
the fayd riuer, afwell the new cut, the olde riuer, without 
interruption or moleftation, by reafon of, or for his or their 
paffage, as in other common riuers and waters they lawfully 
may doe. 

XII. Prouided always That this Law (hall not extende to 
make the fayd riuer to be clenfed, otherwife then any perfons be 
or (hall be compellable by the law, or by the Statute of Sewers, 
to cienfe the fame. 

XIII. Preuided olfo^ and be it enacfled. That if any perfon 
(hall refufe to be reafonably compounded with, for ground to be 
taken in for the faid new cut and bankes : then the faid xvi. 
CommilTioners, or the more part of them, (hall appoint and 
determine the compofition and bargaine betweene both the par- 
ties, ^ndthe ratisfa(^lion for fuch ground, and all wayes, bridges, 
and other things to the fame parteining. 

XIV. Prouided ahvay^ and be it further ena6fed. That if the 
faid new cut (liall bee the meaue and occafion that any mitles 
beneath or aboue the beginning of the faid new cut, (hall be by 
vertue of this A6t deftroyed, or the profite thereof decayed by 
want of water : then the faide Lord Mayor, Comminaltie, and 
Citizens of London, (hall yeelde and pay to the owners of fuch 
milles fo decayed, and to fuch perfons as fhall haue any detri- 
ipent or lofse by fuch decay, fuch reafonable rccom pence in 
money or yeerly rent, or otherwife, as the faid fixtegne Com- 
piffioners, or other fixteene CommilTioners in like forir.e to be

An A£l for the relief e of the poore. 

B e E it ena^ed by the authority of this prefent Parlmnent^ That 
the Churchwardens of euery parifli, and foure fubftantiall 
houfeholders there being Subfidie men, or for want of Subfidic 
men, foure other fubftantiall houfeholders of the faid parifli, 
who (hall be nominated yeerely in Eafter weeke, vnder the hand 
and Seale of two or more Juftices of the peace in the fame 
County, whereof one to be of x\\e.^orum^ dwelling in, or neere 
the fame parilh, (hall be called ouerfeers of the poore of the 
f:ime parilh, and they or the greater part of them lhall take or- 
der from time to time, by, and with the confent of two or more 
fuch Juftices of peace, for fetting to worke of the children of 
all fuch whofe parents fhall not by the faid perfons be thought 
able to keepe and mainteine their children. And alfo all fuch 
perfons married or vnmarried, as hauing no means to mainteine 
them, vfe no ordinary and dayly trade of life to get their lining 
by, and alfo to raife weekely or otherwife (by taxation of euery 
inhabitant, and euery occupier of lands in the faid parilh, in 
fuch competent fum and fums of money as they fhall think fit) 
a conuenient ftocke of Flaxe, Hempe, Wooll, Threed, Iron, 
and other neceflary ware and ftuffe to fet the poore on worke, 
and alfo competent fums of money, for, and towards the ne- 
j ceflary rcliefe of the lame, impotent, old, blind, and fuch other 
among them being poore, and not able to work, H alfo for the 
puting out of fuch children to be apprentices, to be gathered 
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out of the feme parifti, according to the abilitie of the feid parlfli, 
and to doe and execute all other things as well for the difpofing 
of the faid ftocke, as otherwife concerning the premifles, as to 
them (hall feeme congenient : which faid churchwardens and 
ouerfeers fo to bee nominated, or fuch of them as (hall not bee 
\let by fickneffe or other iuft excufe, to bee allowed by fuch two 
Jpftices of peace or more, (hall mecte together at the leaft once 
cuecy moneth in the Church of the faid parifli, vpon the Su^ 
day iri'thc afternoone, after diuine Seruice, there to cor^viiSfof 
fome good cc^urfe to be taken, and of fome meete ordr/s to bee 
fet downe in the premKfes, and (Itall within foure/2ayes after 
the end of their yeere, and after other ouerfeers ^'Sominated as 
aforefaid, make and yeeld vp to fuch two Jufti^es of peace, a 
true and perfec^l account of all fums of monie by‘ them receiued 
or rated and feffed, and not receiued : and alfo of fuch ftocke 
as (hall be in their hands, or in the hand's of any of the poorc 
to worke, and of all other things concerning their faid office, 
and fuch fum or fums of monie as (hal be in their hands, (hall 
pay and deliuer ouer to the faid Churchwardens and ouerfeers, 
newly nominated and appointed as aforefaid, vpon paine that 
cuery one of them abfenting theinfelues without lawfuH cauft 
as aforefaid, from fuch monethly meeting for the purpofe aforc- 
fayd, or being negligent in their office, or in the execution of 
the orders aforefaide, beeing made by, and with the aflent oi 
the fayde Juftices of Peacc^ to forfeit for euery fuch default 
twentie (hillings. And be it alfo enadted. That if the fayd Ju^ 
dices of Peace doe perceiue that the Inhabitaunts of anie Parift 
are not able To Icuie among themfelues fufficient fumincs oi 
money for the purpofes aforefayd, that then the faid Juftice;

III. he it further enadled. That it (hall lawfull for 
the fayd (Sferchw^ardens and Ouerfeers, or the greater part of 
them, by affent of anie two Juftices of the Peace, to bind 
anie fuch chiP’.ren as aforefayd to be Apprentices, where they 
(hall fee conuenient, till fuch manchild (hall come to the age

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Other poore perfon, hot able to worke, ,beiqg of fufficifcnt abl- 
litie, ftiall at their owne charges, relieue and rifiaintainc euery 
fuch ppore perfon in that manner, and according to that . rate,’ 
as by the Juftices of Peace of that Countie where fuch fufficient 
perfons dwell, or the greater number of them, at their general! 
quarter Seffions (hall be aflefled, vpon payne that euery one of 
them to forfeit xx.s. for euery monelh, which they (hall faile 
tfi>erein. 

Vi^And be it further hereby ena<Sed, That the Maio^ 
BailifFcs,' or pther headj Officers of euery corporate 
within this itcalme being Juftice or Juftices of fhaH 

haue the fame authoritie by vertue of this Act, wiwh the li- 
mits and precinds of their corporations, afwcl out/oF Seffions, 
as at tlieir Seffions, as is herein limitted, prcfcijfeed and ap- 
pointed to any of the Juftices of Peace of the Countie, for al! 
the vfes and purpofes in this A6te preferibed, and no other Ju- 
ftices of Peace to enter or meddle there. * 


VIL And be it alfo enacted, That if it fl^all happen any 
Parifli to extend it feJfe into moe Counties then one, or part to 
lye within the liberties of any Citie or Towne corporate, and 
part without, that then, afwell the Juftices of Peace of euerie 
Countie, as alfo the head officers of fuch citie or towne corpo- 
rate, (hall deale and intermeddle only in fo much of the (aid 
pari(h as lieth .within their libe'rtie, and not any further. 

VIIL And be it further enaded by the authoritie aforefaid, 
That from the firft day of Nouember next enfuing the end of 
this Seffionof parliament, no perfon or perfons whatfoeuer (hall 
goe wandring abroad, and begge in any place wherefoeuer, by 
licence or without, vpon painc to be efleemed, taken, and pu- 
niffied as a Rogue. 

IX. Prouided alwaies^ That this prefent Ad (liall not extend 
to anie poore people, which (hall afle reliefe of vidualls onely 
in the fame pari(h w'here fuch poore people doe dwell, fo the 
fame be in fuch time onely, and according to fuch order and 
diredion, as (hall be made and appointed by the Churchwardens 
and Ouerfcers of the poore of the fame Pariffi, according to the 
true intent and meaning of this Ad. 

X, And further be it enaded by the authoritie aforefafyd, 
that all penalties and forfeitures before mentioned in this Ad, 
fliall goe and be imployed to the vfe of the poore of the fame 
Pari(h, and towardes a ftocke and habitation for them, and 
other ncpe(rarie vfes and rclicfe, as before in this Ad are men- 
tioned and exprefted, and (hall be Jeuied by the fayde Church- 
wardens and Ouerfeers, or one of them, by warrant from anie 
two fuch Juftices of Peace by diftrefle & falc, as aforefayd, or 
in defed thereof, it dial be lawful for anie two fuch Juftices of 


Peace to commit the offender to prifon, there to remayne with- 
out bayle or mayneprife, till the faid forfeitures (hall be fatisfied 
and payed : A72d forafmuch as all begging is, forbidden by this pre- 
tint Ait^ « ^ 
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1 jn. Be* it further enabled the authoritie aforefayd, That 
the Juftices of Peace of euery Countie or place corporate, or the 
• more part of them in their general! Seffions to be holden, next 
after the end of this Seffion of Parliament, or in default thereof, 
at the Quarter Seflions to be bolden, about the Feaft of Eafter 
next, (hall rate euery Parifli to fuch a weekely fumme of money 
as they (hall think conuenient, fo as no Parilh be rated abQue 
the fumme of fixe pence, nor vnder the fumme of an haVe- 
, pennie, weekely to bee payed, and fo as the totall fumme of 
^ fur.h taxation of the Parifhes in euerie Countie, amount not 
abour the rate of two pence for euerie Parifh in Jhe fayde Coun- 
tic, wRI^r^ fummes fo taxed, fhal! bee yearely/aflefled by the 
agreeme^ of the Parifhioners within themfelues, or in default 
thereof byShe Churchwardens and Conftablesof the fame Pa- 
rifh, or the more part of them, or in default of their agree- 
mentis by the order of fuch Jufticc or Juftices of Peace as fliall 
dwell in the fame or (if none be there dwelling) in the 

parts next adioyning : And if any perfon fliall refufe, or negleft 
to pay any fuch portion of money fo taxed, it fliall be lawful! 
for the fayd Churchwardens and Conftables, or in their default 
for the Juftices of the Peace, to leuie the fame by diftrefle, and 
fale of the goods of the partie fo refufing or neglcfting, render-

yeare to yea#e in fourrtie aforefayde., fwc^efliuely bee elec-

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ted, vtlilch feyde Tfe^ii^ii^ ^ one themi (h^ pay du^ 
the fame to the Loi^d cbiefe Jtiftice of England, and Kni^t 
Marlhali for the time being, equally to bee diuided to the vfe • 
aforefayd, taking their acquittances for the fame, or in de&utt 
of the fayde chiefe Juftice, to the next auncienft Juftice of the 
Kings Bench, as aforefayde. And if anie Churchwarden, or 
High-Conftable, or his Exccutours, or Adminiftratours, ftiall 
fayje to make payment in fourme aboue fpecified, then euerie 
Churchwarden, his Executors, or Adminiftratours fo offending, } 
ftvall foYfekte for euerie time, the fumme of tenne (hillings, and ' 
cucrie High-Crfnftable, his Executours or Adminiftratourj; (hall

XIII. And bee it further enaded, Thattall the furplufage of 
money which (hall be remayning in the faid ftockeof any coun- 
tie, (hall by difcrction of the more part of the Juftices of Peace 
in their Quarter Seflions, be ordered, diftributed and beftowed 
for the reliefe of the poore Hofpitalls of that Countie, and of

Prouided alwayes nemrthekjfe^ That euerie Souldier beir^ 
difeharged of his feruice, or otherwife lawfully licenfed to pafle 
into his Countrie, and not hauing wherewith to relieuc him- 
felfe in his trauells homewards, andeuery Sea-faring man land- 
ing from Sea, not hauing wherewith to relieue hrmfelfe in his 
frauds homewardcs, hauing a teftimoniall vndcr the hand of 
fome one Juftice of the Peace, of, or neere the place where he 
landed or was difeharged, Getting downe therein the place and 
lime, where, and when he landed, or was difeharged, and the 
place of the parties dwelling or birth, vnto which he is to paffe, 
and a conuenient time therein to be limited for hiS paffage, 
fhall and may without incurring the danger or penaltie of this 
Adlc in the vfuall wayes, diredlJy to the place vnto which hee 
is direded to paffe, and within the time in fuch his teftimoniall 
IWnitted for his paffage, alkc, and recciuc fuch reliefe as (hall 
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therein contained Co the caiurarjie notwkb^b^mg, 

XVI. Prmidid altoajfis^ TbatthU ASe (hall endore no longer 
then to the ehde of the ncKt Scffion of Parliament.

Beggers. . ^ 

F or the fupprcfling of Rogues, Vagabonds^ and" ftutdie 
Beggefs Bee it enaded by the authoritie erffhis prefent 
Parliament, that from and after the Feaft of EM/r next com- 
ming, ai^tatutes heretofore made for the puniftmSent of Rogues, 
Uagabonds, or {lurdie Beggers, or for the eredion or rnainte- 
naunce ef houfes of Corredion, or touching the fame, (hall for 
fo much as concerneth the fame be vtterly repealed : And that 
from ahd after th^ faid Feaft of Eaftety from time to time it 
(hall and may be lawfull to and for the luftices of Peace of anic 
Countie or Citic in this Realme, or the Dominions of Wales^ 
affembled at any quarter SeflTions of the Peace within the fame 
Countie, Citie, Borough, or Towne corporate, or the more part 
of them, to fet downe order to ered, and to caufe to be creded 
one or more houfes of Corredion within their feuerall Counties 
or Cities : for the doing and performing whereof, and for the 
prouiding of ftockes of money, and all other things neceflary 
for the fame, and for raifmg and gouerning of the fame, and 
for corredion and puniftimcnt ti offenders thither to be com- 
mitted, ^uch orders as the fame luftices or the more part of 
them (hall from time to time take, reforme, or fet downe in 
any their faid quarter Seflions in that behalfe dial bp of force, 
and be duely performed and put in execution. 

II. And be it alfo further enaded by the aulhoritie aforefald. 
That all perfons calling themfelyes Schollers going about beg- 
ing, all Sea- faring- men pretertding Ioffes of their (hippes or 
goods on the Sea going about the countrie begging, All idle per- 
fons going about in anie countrie either begging or vfing any 
fubtile craft, or vnlawfull games and playes, or fayning them- 
felues to haue knowledge In Phifiognomie, Palmefirie, or other 
like craftie fciencc, or pretending that they can tell deftenies, 
fortunes, or fuch other like fantafticall imaginations : All per- 
fons that bee, or vtter themfelues to be Prodors, Procurers, 
Patent gatherers, or Colledors for Gaoies, Prifons, or Hofpi- 
talls: All Fencers, Berewards, common Players of Enterludes, ■ 
and Minftrells, wandering abroad (other then Players of Enter- 
ludes belonging to anie Baron of this Realme, or anie other ho- 
nourable perfonage of greater degree, to bee authorifed ro play 
vnder the hand and Seale of Armes of fuch Baron or perfonage) 
All luglcrs, Tinckers, Pedlers, and pettie Chapmen wandering 
abroad, All wandering perfons and common Labourers, being 
ij^rfons able in body, vling loytering, and refufing to worke for 
r- rcafonabie wages, as is taxed or commonly giqen in* fuch 
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patt^, where fucb perfons doe^.or fiud} happen to dwell 6r abide| 
not hauing lining otherwife to maintaine themfelucs. All Per^ 
fones delidered out nf Gaoles that begge for their fees, or other* 
wife do trauel begging : All fuch perfons as (hall wander abroad 
begging, pretending Ioffes by fire, or otherwife : And all Inch 
perfons not being felons, wandering and pretending themfelues 
to be Egyptians^ or wandering in the habite, forme, or attire of* 
counteifeiting Egyptians^ (hall be taken, adiudged, and deemed 
* Rogues, Vagabonds, and fturdie beggers, and (hall fuftaine fuch 
paine and punifhmeUts, as by this A<5t is in that behalfe ap- 
pointed. \ t 

111. And be i\ cnadfed by the authoritie aforefaid, th^t euery 
perfon which i^ by this prefent A£t declared to be a Rogue, Va- 
gabond, or flurdie b'egger, which (hall be at any time after the 
fayd Feaft of Eq/ier next commrng, taken begging, vagrant, 
wandering, or mifordering themfelues in any part of this Realme, 
or the Dominion of TValet^ fliall vpon their apprehenfion by the 
appoyntment of anie luftice of the Peace, Conftable, Hcadbo- 
rough, or Tythingman of the fame Countie, Hundred, Pari(h, 
or Tything, where fuch perfon (hall bee taken, the Tything- 
man or Hcadborough, being affifted therein with the aduife of 
the Miniftcr, and one other of that Pari(b, bee ftripped naked 
from the middle vpwards, and (hall be openly whipped Vntill 
his or her bodie be bloudie : and (hall bee forthwith fent from 
Parifh to Pari(h^ by the Officers of eueric the fame, the next 
ftreight way to the rari(h where he was borne, if the fame may 
be knowne by the parties confciTion, or otherwife. And if the 
fame bee not knowne, then to the Parifh where he or (he laft 
dwelt before the fame punifliment, by the fpace of one whole 
yeare, there to put him, or her felfe to labour as a true fubieft 
ought to doe : Or not being knowne where hee or (hee was 
borne or laft dwelt, then to the Parifh through which hee or 
fliee laft paffed without puniihment. After which whipping the 
fame perfon ftiall haue a teftimoniall fubferibed with tlie hand, 
and fealed with the feale of the fame luftice of the Peace, Con- 
ftable, Hcadborough, or Tythingman, and of the Minifter of 
the fame Parifh, or anie two of them, teftifying that the fame 
perfon hath becne puniftied according to this Act, and men- 
tioning the day and place of his or her puni(hment, and the 
place whereunto fuch perfon is limited to goc, and by what 
time the faid perfon is limited to paffe thither at hisperilJ.

faultjhereof : And the partie fo whipped and not knowne whyc 
hee or (lie was borne, or laft dwelt by the fpace of a yeare, (haUf"^ 
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by the officers of the (aid village where he or (he fo lad pad 
tbrotigh without pi 4 ni(hinenlf Jbe conuejed to the houfe of cor- 
.r|^<dion of the limit whereip the fjsiid village dandeth, or to the 
^common gaole of that county of place, there to remaine and 
be employed in worke, vntill he or die (ha|l be placed in fome 
feruice, and fo to continue by the fpace of one yeare, or not be‘fng 
able of body vntill he or (nee (hall bee placed, to remaine in 
fome Almefhoufe in the fame countie or place. 

IV, Prouided alwayes, and be it cnafted, ifc ar^ of the faid 
JRogups (hall appearc to be daungerous to th^kueriour fort ot 
people where they (hall be taken, or otherivale be fuch as will 
not be reformed of their roguifh kind of life, by the former 
prouifions of this A6t, That in euery fuch cafe it (hall and 
may be lawfull to the faid Judices of the limit where any fuch 
Rogue fliall be tal^en, or any two of them, whereof one to be 
of the j^ucrum^ to commit that Rogue to the houfe of Correc- 
tion, or otherwife to the gaole of the Countie, there to remaine 
vntill their next quarter SclTion^ to be holden in that Countie, 
and then fuch of the fame Rogues fo committed, as by the Ju- 
dices of the Peace then aiid there prefent, or the mod part of 
them, (hall be thought fit not to be deliuered, (hall and may 
lawfully by the fame Judices or the mod part of them, be ban- 
idied out of this Realme, and alLother the dominions thereof,

V. And be it alfo cna<ded by the authority aforefaid, that if 
any towne, parifh, or village, the Condable, Headborough,* or 
Tythingman be negligent and doe not his or iheir bed en- 
deuours for the apprehcnfion of fuch vacabond, Rogue, or dur- 
dy begger which there (hall be found contrary to the forme of 
this prefent Aft? to caufe euery of them to bee puni(hed 
and conueigheS according to the trup meaning of this prefent 
adl, that then the faid Conftablp, Headborough, or Tythingman, 
in whom fudi default dial! be, diall loofe and forfeit for euery 
iujch defauW^en (hillings. And alfo if any perfon or perfpns 
,'LcTn JRywife didurbe or let the execution of this Law or any 

** part thereof, concerning the punifhment of conueying of Rogues, 
yacabonds, durdy beggers, or the reliefe or fetling of poore im- 
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fdttnt perfon^ in any of atr^e, or make refcuflie againft • 
any officer or perfon authoriaicd by tfiis prcfcnt aft for the due 
execution of any the prelniffc^, the feme perfon fo offending, 
lhall forfeit and lofc for euery fuch offence the futnmc of Sue 
pound, and (hall be bound to the good behauiour. 

VI. And be it alfo further enafted by the authority aforefaid, 
that no perfon or perfons hauing charge in any voyage, in paf- 
fing from the Realmes of Ireland or Scotland^ or irom the Ifle 
of Man intc\this realme of England^ doe wittingly or willingly 
bring or or fuffer to be brought or conueighed in any 

veffell or boat and out of the faid realme of Ireland^ Scot- 
land^ or Ifle of Man^ into the realme of England or Wales^ or 
any part thereof, any vacabond, rogue, or begger,or any fuch a$ 
fhall be forced or very like to Hue by begging within the realme 
of England or IVaks^^ being borne in the faiBe realmes or Ifland, 

" on paine of euery fuch perfon fo offending, to forfeit and loofc 
for euery fuch vacabond, rogue, begger, or other perfon like to 
liue by begging, twenty (hillings, to the vfe of the poore of the 
faid pari<h in which they were fet on land. And if any fuch 
Mannilke, Scottijh^ or Irtjh rogue, vacabond or begger, be al- 
ready, or (hall at anv time hereafter be fet on land, or (hall 
come into any part or England or JVaksy the fame, after hec or 
ihee (hall be puni(hed as aforefaid, (hall be conueyed to the 
next Port or Parifh in or neere which they were landed or firft 
came, in fuch fort as rogues are appointed to be by this prefent 
a6l, & from thence to be tranfported at the common charge of 
the countrey where they were fet on land into thofe parts from 
whence they came or were brought. And that euery Confta-

VII. Be it further enabled by the authority aforefaid, that 
no difeafed or impotent poore perfon (hall at any lime refort or 
repaire from their dwelling places to the city of Bathe^ or towne 
of Buxton^ or either of them to the Bathes there for the eafe of 
their griefes, unlclTe fuch perfon doe forbeare to beg, and be 
licenfed to palTe thither by two Juftices of the Peace of the 
County where fuch perfon doth or (hall then dwell or remaine, 
«nd prouided for to trauvaile with fuch reliefe, for and towards 
his or her maintenance as (hall be neceffary for the fame per- 
fon, for the time of fuch his or her trauell, and abode at the 
city of Bath and towne of Buxton, or cither of them, and re- 
turne thence, and (hall returne home againe as (liall be limited 
by the faid licence, vpon paine to be reputed, punifhed & vfed 
as rogues, vacabonds and fturdy beggars declared by this pre* 
fent A<3p.

fVIII. Prouided alwayes, that the Juftices of wjth- 

in any Countie of this Realme or Wales, (hall not intromit*?)it^*' 
enter into any City, Borough, or Townes corporate, wliere be 
any Jufticej • Juftices of Peace for any fuch Citip, Borough or 

Towno 
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Towne corporate for the ^jtecutioft of aiiy branch, article or 
fentencc of this Afte, fqr of tonccrniog any offence, matter or 
icatife growing or arifing within "the predhds, liberties or iurif- 
didions of fuch Citie, borough, or townee corporate, But that 
it may and (hall be lawful! to the Juftice or Juftices of the 
Peace, Mayors, Bayliffes, and other head officers of thofe Ci- 
ties, Boroughes, and townes corporate, where there be Akh 
Juftices of the Peace, to proceed to the execution of this A6t, 
within the precin<ft and compafle of their libertj^, in fuch 
mancr and forme as the Juftices of Peace in any* ^unty may or 
ought to doe within the fame County, by of this A<fte, 

any thing in this A<ft to the contrary thenrfilbtwithftanding. 

IX. Provided alwaies, that thiSyA(5t, or ^ny thing therein 
contained, fliall not extend to the poore people for the time 
being, in the HofpitalJ, called Thomas Hofpitall, otherwife 
called the Kings Hofpitall in the Borough of Southwarke neere 
adioyning to the City of London^ but that the Mayor, commi- 
nalty and Citizens of the faide City of London for the time be- 
ing, (hall and may haue the rule^ order and gouernment of the 
faid Hofpitall, and of the poore people therein for the time 
being, any thing in this aft to the contrary notwitliftanding. 

X- Prouided alwaies, that this Afte or anything therein con- 
tained, or any authority therebygiuen, (hall not in any wife extend 
to difinherite, preiudice or hinder lohn Dutton of Dutton^ in the 
County of Chejier Efquire, his iieiresor afllgnesfor, touching or 
concerning any liberty, preeminence, authority, iurifdiftion or 
inheritance, which thc faid John Dutton now lawfully vfeth, or 
hath, or lawfully may or ought to vfe within the County Pala- 
tine of Chejier^ and the County of the City of CheJler^ or either 
of them, by reafon of any ancient Charters of any Kings of this 
Land, or by reafon of any prefeription, vfage, or title whatfo- 
ever. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid, that 
all fines and forfeitures appointed or to grow by this prefent 
aft, (except fuch as are otherwife limited & appointed by this 
prefent Aft) (hal wholy go & be imploied to the vfe of the re- 
parations & maintenance of the faid houfes of correftion, & 
ftocke & ftore thereof, or reliefe of the poore where the offence 
lhal be committed at the difcrction of the faid Juftices of the 
peace of the fame limit, pitie, borough or towne corporat.
